Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "permanent 
magnets" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which * 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention, "permanent magnets". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1 ,4-5,8,10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Carson et al. (US 6903525). 

Regarding claims 1,11,16, Carson et al. disclose an electric machine, 
comprising: a housing (36) having an interior space; a stator supported by the housing 
and having a winding (16)/permanent magnet rotor (14) arranged in the and interior 
space a temperature radiation detector (32,42,54) secured to an interior wall of the 
housing separate and at a distance to the winding/rotor for contactless determination 
and/or measurement of heat radiating from the winding/permanent magnet rotor for 
ascertaining an absolute temperature. 

Regarding claims 4,12,17, Carson et al. disclose the radiation detector, includes 
an infrared measuring system (col. 5, Ins. 10-15). 
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Regarding claims 5,13,18, Carson et al. disclose comprising an evaluation device 
(46) receiving information from the temperature radiation detector at predetermined 
time instances for establishing a thermographic image (optical sensor) of the electric 
machine. 

Regarding claims 8,14,19, Carson et al. disclose comprising a fan for cooling the 
winding, said evaluation device controlling operation of the fan in response to the 
information inputted from the temperature radiation detector. 

Regarding claims 10,15,20, Carson et al. disclose the radiation detector is an 
infrared radiation detector (col. 5, Ins. 10-15).
